In FREDONIA #£1 players were urged to send in, with their moves for "Fall 1907", 
conditional retreats, establishments, or removals* Such a request was made to expe- 
dite the play of the game, "by making a separate winter issue of FREDONIA unnecessary. 

All players acceded to this request, and FREDONIA #22 was published as a 'Tall- 
Winter 1907" issue* However, the report of supply centers, nade by the Gamesmaster 
in that issue, contained an err or o At the end of "1906", England hal been in posses- 
sion of 8 supply centers: Denmark, Edinburgh, Liverpool, Moscow, Norway, St. Peters- 
burg. Sweden, and Warsaw. In the "Spring 1907 n campaign, English forces seized the 
then-French supply center of London, while losing Denmark to the Germans. In the 
?r Fall 1907" campaign, Austria-Hungary took the supply centers of Moscow and Warsaw from 
England, and the English amy which had taken London in the Spring moved on to Wales 0 
According to the rules of Diplomacy, this meant that London remained a French supply 
center at the end of "1907", and that England, with only 5 supply centers, had to re- 
.jye three units* 

The conditional moves which Dan Erannan, the English player, sent in for "Fall- 
Winter 1907" did not anticipate this contingency > and specified only .2 units to be 

removed. The Gramesmaster compounded this error by incorrectly listing 
London as an English supply center and requiring Robert Lake, the French 
player, to remove one unit. 

The error in this assignment of supply centers was pointed out by 
several players. The Gamesmaster accordingly Y/rote to all players in- 
volved. Lake was informed that he was still in possession of London, 
and that consequently there was no need to remove his army in Spain. 
Brannan was told that he had to remove an additional unit, and that he 
ought to inform all other players by air mail of his decision. The 
deadline for "Spring 1908 7T moves was extended by one week to permit this 
correspondence* Brannan reported the removal of his army in Wales, and 
the "Spring 1908" moves were accordingly published in FREDONIA #23 two 
weeks ago 0 

It then became apparent that, contrary to the Instructions given 
him by the G-amesmaster , Brannan had neglected to inform the other play- 
ers of which unit he had removed* They were thus constrained to send in their "Spring 
19'" 8" moves in ignorance of the disposition of the English forces. Both .John Smythe, 
playing Austria-Hungary, and Robert Lake report receiving no announcement of the Eng- 
lish removal of the army in Wales. 

The Gamesmaster accordingly rules that Brannan has not made a removal of one unit 
Turing "Winter 1907", This provision of the rules thus applies: "If the country has to 
remove units because it has lost supply centers, the unit farthest from home comes off 
firsto.." Of the English units on the board at the end of "Fall 1907" the fleet itu "Both- 
nia is logistically "farthest from home" and is accordingly removed. 

In fairness to the other players, it is necessary to return the game to the posi- 
tion which existed at the end of "Winter 1907", save th-t the disposition of the Eng-

MrjgAN (September 30, -1909) * The First Amy, led by General Dankle, opened its 
long awaited offensive against the important Mediterranean port of Marseilles^ Ele- 
ments of the II Corps and the IX Corps have already secured the small tourist town 
of Nice and are preparing for the second stage of the fall offensive with confi- 
dence Further north the III Gorps overran elements of the 7th Marino Division in 
capturing the important road junction at BarcelonnettOo So far there has been no 
serious opposition to the dp oning maneuvers by lanklo„ ; : 

NICE (October 5, 1909) s The offensive has been purposely -slowed' down by General 
Dankle * Just when it seemed that 'the important eeapcrtr of Toulon and Mai* sei lies 
would fall into the hands of the Austrians, orders . were issued limiting tho advance 
to Cannes and no further 0 Iffhon 1 managed to question the information officer.
